49' N., and Longitude 113* 3a' W., wu cbinen ai offering anenx^tiona]^ 
interesting field for eipknation, partly becaute Qie fenilti might have a 
final ccmmerdal value. 

In liii introductoty chapter tlie aatiior deacribea how ruroourt and 
proofs ti great copper deposits among the raountaini in the far north 
prompted the eariier ext>lorations gf tfiat^inbo^table land. Tin Indiaa 
tales of the remote copper mines were as far fran accurate as ia many ft 
mininKiepdrtintbepraqMCtntcf amodem.promoter^ Instead c( a mouo- 
ti^ of copper Heame foUnd arte bmp of mrtal, which he picked up "amdof 
a Jan^>leof locka." Copper may once have been mote prtidigBlly eipoaedt 
but for centuriea the ercqtplngs had been searched for Boat metal by the 
Bskiisoa and by the Coppennifw R]v«r Indians, vd» used it as an artida

Dr. Bandbecx rriimtwd and m^iptd catjr Uw toctkn «f ^ Goppar 
Saocs bnoMdiatoly mst of the CoppmniM Ktnr, but tlia party fcOowad 
the nine.tr^ii to the Dinul Lake and found Aam Btrewn on the ihoiw of 
Great Bear Lake <mm hundred and fifty mike waat cf Hm Coppemiliie Blv«r. 
Sbnpaon, Banbury, and others pidod up metalHc capper on tbe blNKbcf tha 
Uand* in Bftthunt lakt. Thus tbcw rodo, with a geaeal imth-eaat and 
nuth-weit atrike, have been traced fiv Kifne three hundred miles, and it tba 
Mine rodcs rally reappear In Vktoritf Land, When Stefioaaon deacribea 
Hie Bekjmoi aa gathering copper, their cross section itqut be vasdy greater 
than the oorrespcoding Bene* on Lake Supetiw. The totttl area, therefore, 
within which cc^per ore may possibly be found, ooveta nearly ten thousand 
aqnaie miles. 

WbeUier profitaUe ore occurs anywhora in this district can be deter- 
mined only, by a tlwcough survey, followed, should fiivouraUe Indicatiooi 
be found, by exploratory derdopment on an extensive scale. Our three 
e:qdofers conflrmed Sir John Ricbaidaon's diagniMb of the identity of thcM 
copper-bearing loc^ with the mdaphyres and coAgKmetatM of the Km- 
weeriaw aeriet of Lake Superior.. Tliis was condusivdy proved by 'Grattm'i 
petrological exatninatian of the hundred samplea of rocks brought out by 
our explorers. On analyda a large proportion of these nick iain[dee con- 
tained traces of metalUC ooppei^^4wo of them were cm of profitable grade. 
What they (Sd for the first tfaie was to trace and ihap the succetsion of bada 
iriiich oompose this interesting— possibly nramercJally Important— group 
of rocks. In this work they even preceded the Caitadiaii Geological Survey, ' 

The r^fon m^ becMoa one of the great copper producera of the wnM. 
It it now still inaccesdble; but the eastennoat exposure of theae rocks, to 
ikr as known, iB not mote than five hundred miles distant ban navigabla 
water in Hndson Bay, over hposstble railroad touta. And a railioad fnea 
Ott'lDath is KlrMdy prelected to within el|^t huodnd mika of tbslr rboit

Aa to fud, licnite b pleatiAd DdtUn the arctic circle, and our eqilacen 
brou^t aamides from a larse bed if it Which cnpi out oa the ihorea of tha 
Great Bear Lake. If copper oraa tbenfore exist in lorie quantities, and an 
tt a profitable grade, the un^vbftrable'coiiditioai are not niffidently pro- 
hihitive to prevent their betng e:q)ldted. And the race has happily not 
yet become lo eSeminate that ntea cannot be found willing to exchange tha 
luxuries of dviliaation fbrtbe bovaltiea and adventures of woric In the wilder- 
ness, wltea the Inducement Is added of winnii^ from Nature the treasures she 
hat hidden away in such inhoepitabla regioat.

'Knlgbt and hi* crew perilled to the kit man, poulni completely out 
of knowledge for Mwly fifty years, when tracei cf the party were at lail 
found on MaiUa Idand, and a pathetic acooont of thdr tittgtc end mi

The thoronctUy uiwdiabto diarader of bii suidea pnbahty .would 
have doomed thii attempt to failure alao even if Hc^me had not beeo 
oUiged to return a lecoiid Ume, having had the miatottnna to break hia 
quadrant, an eaaential part cf hia outfit. 

He could replace thia at the fort only with an ddahd cumbencana 
^natnunent that had lain there for thirty yeaia. SmaU blame to him that 
bia Mbaequent Obaervationa were inaciauate.

Heaiaa'a partf wail augntentcd till it vniobttti aevanl huadnd. 
They ioun^rad north and wcat ta a lake afterwardi called, b^ Praidtlia, 
Run Lake. Tlie Indiaac Wt their faaiilka hen; the final wat-party oim- 
iisted of sixty miBn, TravelUns light and malang long mandtet tbqr itnide 
the Coppennine River diout thirty niilea bcm tha aea and fdlowBd it 'down 
to the laat rapid. 

It was by noiir tbe tniddle of July, A party of Bildmoa wai camped 
here fiahing for aahnon, aa theae peofda do to thia day. The ladiani waiWd 
for a chance whoa tbe Bikiinaa were quiet in their tent* and then, hi ^dta 
of Hearne't proteatatkaa, fdl on tham and alaughteted them all to tha 
number cf more than twenty. , In nxmory of tbia matsacre Heame named 
the raindi the Bloody Fallt. 

' The Indiana had now accomplithed the purpoae of their journey and- 
their only concern wai to get back to their, famillea aa aooa at poaiibla. 
On their return journey Heame examined what the Indiana told him waa 
the copper mine. He deacribea it a* being about thirty milea tram tha 
unutb of Oie river and "an entire jumble of rocks and gravel." Only a 
tmaU lump of copper rewarded bia seaich. He wai greatly diaiqipointedt 
ta Ui cmnplete Ignorance of the mbject ha Memi to have expected that 
tha copper really would be lyhig aimad ta lumpa like a heap of nckaaa 
tha lodiaai had reported.

The next acoowit we have of theK copper depoeitt waa ilvea by Oipttin 
Fra^din and Dr. J. Ridiardeon on theif retom bca PraaldiB'* overiand 
juanfiy to the Aitetic, in i Si 9-30-11-33, 

The tnain object of thia jounwy wu geographical itacarcfa, bat the 
•tepated eoppei deposit! w8r« not overlooked, and Pranklin ma hutiucted 
"onl^ arrival at cr near the mouth of the C<^>permme River to make every 
enquiiy aa to the -ntuatioD «f the t^tA whence native copper had bom 
brOM^t down 1:^ the IiiiGaai to the Hudmi Bay Cn-'a eatahlwhrnettt and 
U vi«t and exptere the place- ID quettion." 

Geogr^>hica] diaoovery waa paramount to FrBnklio, and the leal ol 
the adxile par^ waa directed to that endi They devoted only one day to 
an examlnatibn of the Coppermine Mountaina and even that diort Investi- 
gatioa waa made chiefly beoMse they happened to kill aocne rouik oxen 
in the vicinity which neceamtatcd a delay in any caae to dry the meat. 

With such Bcant time at their disposal thdr invcstigationB were of 
conne very niperficial, but n Iccen an obKrver aa Dr. Richardson made 
good lue of the time, and hia desctiptioa of the mountains it excellent in 
ha accnrncy (see Appendix A). 

'This to the fint and hitherto Uie latest deacdptioa of those great 
copper depodts. The difBcultiea of devek>pmeDt and tmmport were 
eamidered ao inaiperable that the whole quectkn waa i j i wni w rd as being . 
quite tmpacticaUe (or any roetcantik speculation. 

The Coppermine River was used aa a route by several explorendttring ■ 
the next tb&ty years, but oothing waa added to our knoMcdge of the 
eopper depesiU tin 1838 iriwil Thomas Slmpaoo called attention to the great

Wa cwuidered that the Bucocn of thti expeditku would be bett ennnd 
by ke^inng the puty u noall and u effldeot ai poedble.

We had decided that, the heet route to the Coppermine Mountsini' 
would be via the Athabaaca and Mackeniie riven, the Bear Biver, 
and Great Sear Lake, and thence fay the Denie River and the loiall U1(M 
oa the divide to the Coppermine River. Thii waa the route followed bjr 
the earlier exploieTt oo their joumeyi to the ihores at the Arctic: by Simi^ 
■coin i83ft-39;by Sir John Rtchardaon tuxnew^rd twlind from hii eiptoi^ 
tjon of the coait betiveca the Mackenzie and Coppennine riven In 18x7, 
and apun twenty y*w» later by the Hune explc»er when he wai returning 
from hit aeardi for PrankUn. 

Fort Norman,' at the junction at the Bear River with the Mia^ 
kensie ftlver, waa to be our real itarting point on o«tr own reqraasibility. 
We bad made i«>viBon to hav« our frei^t taken and to travd ai pasaeniera 
onnelves by tbe Hudson Bay Co.'a transporti to that point. 

Oiir plana for ascending the Dease River and dOBsins to the Copper- 
mine Biver by way of the Diimal Lakes and Kendall River by cawx had 
been carefully thought out before we started, but they were (juite hidefinit* 
r^ar<Ung the croeans of Gieat Bear Lake and as to wfaeitt we should pase 
the winter. We anticipated that the best idon would be to get a boat 
targe enou^ to carry our entire equipment; to track it up the Bear 
River to Great Best [«ke, and to tataUiBh our own winter quarter* on the 
Dease River. But this depended cm several uncertain caatmgeadea— oa 
finding a suitable boat on our Journey down the river; on bdng aide to hav* 
it towed to Pott Noinwn t^ the Hudson Bay Co.'s steamer, And, flna^r. 
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«a flndliif 'M latttm earn at Fttt Nafnu is In^ u tndt it up th* 
B«rIUn>.. 

. TfvtttmtOy «0 «m abia to cOact theaa co aitilHa tt nBi; bad It bam 
otiMrwto wafOmdd faavb made the Joiuvqr by caaoa all tba wajr from 
Pact Nonnan, nturtwd teUut^ilacB btbeanbunn to qMfid tba Winter, 
aad made ^ early (tart tqr dof iledga tbe (onowing aprng. 

In one retpect ourUttU ezpeditiaa tfiOeted from any other Hatl hai 
been nude overland to the Cential Arctk ctxwt of Nor^ America. We 
had decided to be absoltttdy independent of native hdp, ezceptmg only 
•ud) aid Be would be necettary'to trade our boote up 'the Bear River to 
Great Bear Lake. We had detennlned to be. oar own guidea, tunten, and 
pncfcera, and aucccsibilty tarried out our purpose. 

The Indiana of the Mackemie River valley have earned a moat unen- 
viable chaiacter for thoraush uBreliabillty and IndHdency. All traveUen 
who have aeconqdisbed aaythiog agree in describing tbem ai worthlesa, 
dnftlest, cardeu, unrdiable, and. generally contemptiUe. 

Protracted resdence in the country and a fuller experience of tba 
Indiana may diadoee good point* in their dtaractef, and mitigating reaaona 
tor the bad onei, bnt protracted residence iii that country alio lowera itand- 
ardi of reliability and eifidcncy and wupe accuracy irf judgment. TheA- 
fora It hap])cni that the opinion of the man who hoe been longMt In tba 
country and who ihoutd .know the Indlani beat mutt bo rooolved with 
eapedal reserve bnd caution.. 

It waa advisable to go fully supplied with food for the total time «a 
expected to be in the country, although wa knew that the vidnity cf the 
Deaae River Ii fairiy wdt supplied with caribou, and ptarmigan, and that 
flsh abound in Great Bear LaJce. The Indians have proved that one can 
live off the country, but ii kaepa them busy hunting and fiihlng from on* 
year'a end to another, ever following the movementa of the game. They 
do mt always succeed in living veiy sun^uouily,' and sometimei even 
■ot at all. . For thou^ the population of Great Bear Lakb country doea 
Dot exceed more than one person per five hundred s()nare miles at a most 
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rnitgdm ttHuatm, mm thli Mantjr populaticn ia occMioiiallr ndnoad to 



Wi nl|^ hmve'kept ciundvu BUve, bat t)ilt wmld ban takta all 
onr time; and the iwnrHnentI t/f the Dune would ddC teke ui into that part 
of tha eoontiT we wanted moat to n& We expected anyway to eke out 
our sni^ies and knew tliat at tiniea we «o^ld have to depend to a certain 
extent on luccenful hunting. . 

Tbe calcniadons of raniliea and their weight*, the nccenity for careful 
choice of equipment, and proving every detail of it, the worrie* cauaed by 
variotw delays, and most of all by'ooe'i own rarrteaanew and fofgrthdneaa — 
thcM tUnga liave been deacribed ui (rften by explorera Utat they may weU 
. be onutted here. OUr equipment was perfect ot its kind and proved so 
aatliiactoty in every reapect that tlte actual eiperience of the trip ri>owed 
acarcely anything that could be altered for the better, though we erred In 
talang an nnneceasarily Urge quantity td certain sup^ies. We took ootbing 
in the way of toboggana, (how-shoes, or fur clothing, as we had been told 
by many acquainted with the Hudson Say Co.'s posts on the Slave and 
Uackenxifa riven that those things could be got better In tbe country. 
Tbia is quite wrong, Mich things can be bad much better in civilisation. 
It. was one of many instance* to ahciw how unreliable the advice may ba 
of men who have been a long time In that .country, and their commonly 
. oirioui (allura to (ipprodalo the importance of time. Wo mighti no douitt, 
have got together a good equipmctit for winter work if wa hod lived for « 
year at one of tbe posts before (tartjng out and hired Indians to make snow- 
riioea, tobogpuB, and to brin^ in dressed mooae and cariboQ sldns tor moccR- 
dns and fur ck>thing, etc. By ransacking every post on our journey from 
the Athabasca to Pott Nonnan, we did ui fact get together a sort of equip- 
ment lor winter, picking up an old toboggan here, some tnow-thoea there, 
a capote and some moccarina at this post, some dressed caribou and ntocna 
hides at that. For although these things are the commonest neceadtiea 
of life In that country, they are addom obtainaUe when wanted (rffhand; 
the Indiana make them only idien they are actually required. After fuller^

With lizis acting u interpreter we made a final arraDgement Mth 
Traagi^ who agreed to work for ui lor a coufto ot roontht. 

It WBi one in the morning when the IndCana finally itarted tiack to 
, Port Nommn in the big blrchcanoo weliad.brousht along with lu. I waa 
■jaK getting ready for a big deep wtien I noticed the water Woi gaining m 
mudt In the Jupiltr that some of our ituff wai in danger of gattlng ■polled. 
I bad to turn to afid bale her out at ohce and iMle lome of the cargo adiore 
and the rest out Df the way ot tbt water; it nat 3 aji. and the nin wdt 
above the horizon before I got to bed. 

We had always agreed that our first day at Great Bear Lake ihould 
be a day of rest ; it proved, instead a day of consideraUe activity. I welca 
np at six, anxious about the Jupiter, and found her leaking so badly that- 
I called FransoiB out and we unloaded most of the rcnuilning stuff before 
breakfast. While we were having this we saw the York boat of the Bear 
Lake Jndiani crossing the lake. This expUdned the anxiety ot our Indiana 
to rcttini And tinne of their seal in working ao hard on the wiy up the river. 
Unknown to ourselvet it had been a kind of a race; with their imaller boat 
and bigger crew the Bear Lakera had been boosting that they would beat 
na to the lake, ieA our crew- evidently wanted to exult in their victory -to 
the utnioat hy> posnng the otben «n thdr way back to Port Nomtan. 

We put in a busy day; we unloaded aS the cargo and canllted the 
varioua leaka, then rettowed everything in the best ihape for our voyage. . 
Lion changed the sail ; we turned our former mast into a yard and MKriSced 
oar Ug steering sweep, making a mast of it : we used a rudder when BMUng.

eatabliih quarter* (or the winter there. "We got back to our ihip eariy and 
that night I had one (tf the bc*t ileepa that had ever fallen to my lot. 

Next day, Sunday, July iGth, wai a lovely bright day with « fredl 
fair wind. We tfutde an early itart, pding the JupUet out through the 
channel, tbra weholitodouraoil and (tood octoh to the tcttlement, wttera 
PraogoU and Ui wite wanted to go aahprc. We hove to waiting for them, 
impatient at the delay and the fine (air wind we were wasting; at last they 
canw off in the AUebafa» with another little girl and another dogl ^%ile 
waiting for PTan;oia, Hornby came out in a boat to lee us; we said good- 
bye to him again, hoping to me^ next Ume on the Ditnul Loltet. 

We had thinga properiy organised on board now. The Jupiter, ai I 
have' said, was about 55 ft. long by 13 ft. beam, like a big open aldff. 
lliemait was stepped amidships with fore and bock Gtaya and shrouds, the 
single sail we-carried waa 18 It, hlgh'by aa ft. wide, wo stwrid with a Img 
tiller from a smaU deck afti we bad a good spirit compass and this waa set 
in dtocks on the after-deck. The cargo was distributed so as to leave oaa 
deai^taca just forward of the mast, another just aft, and a third below tha 
stem deilf. The Francois family hod the forward space all to themaelvei. 
The Polarii waa stowed am board upside down and diis mode a good tool 
for their sleeping quarters; we towed the AUdtarun. The space aft of the 
mast we used for our own deejdng quarters; it was big enough to bold two 
camp cots set thwartship*. We had only these two cots, but as lion and 
I were never asleep at the satae time one was enough for us, and the Doctor 
had the other. The small space aft was out kitchen; we had two Juwd

It waa cold,raw,and threatening whoa Uon took the tiller at eight; tho 
dark clouda Aver the now diitant Qtruce fonati looked gloomy enou^ and 
mattera got wotae at tho night came en. I tried to deep my watdi bdow 
bat I waa chilled through and it took a tdog time to get warm; the tea got up 
and the old /w^tftr 'began to labour heavily. At midnight I turned out to 
relieve Lion i we had been blown far ofi our courae and the hl^ hillt on tbo ' 
aouth iide of the lake were visible. ClawtothenorthaJutwaialow, locky 
Uand; no islandi are ihown hate on any m^>'Of the lake and it ia quita 
potaible that we were the fiitt to aee thit me, partkulariy when the stidc-to- 
tlio.«hore metboda of navigatkn in the ncvth are considered.

The weather got thicker and the land waa aoon hidden by miaL Tbo 
•ea ran. hitler and hig^, the dd JupUtr wallowed along through it, htt 
timbert groaning and her ddea awtdluig in and out like an acconUoo aa tlin 
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■Mb «M Ouatm m nd off tiw iw» t lwr dmudk. I Bpactad kmm- 
ttdof to cury ftwaj nqr nKinaat. Una, irtw had tamed in bat «ha .

About 3 JlM. I dgfated two more iniallCT idandi to the north ot us. 
The tcatt deared off a little and I could lee the high Great Sear moniitaiiw 
apin, and out in the lake, i«ne ei^t or tot in^ea ahead, a long Hue of 
. tpnaat trees: I thought thaa was another Uand dose to the mainland, and 
Bi we conid jiut about fetdi It on our present unute I hoped to find dtdtcr ■ 
onder iti lee. By 4 JiM, we were dote to its southern point; it proved to be 
a long hoqk-ahaped pmnt endorinE a bay Kveral nulet kxif and about a mila 
and a half widc^ a nxwt wdeome harbour to ul at thA time iriien we most 
needed it. In fact we had ttrudc.thecmly place on this coast that was nie 
from BAcnth wind: 

It was delit^tful to pan into the quiet water behind the point; the wind 
moderated and it turned out a lovdy day. We stood across this bay, the 
Aoce was lined with dense spruce forest coming down to a sandy beach; 
these WMe the biggest qmice trees we had Men cince leaving the Slftve River. 
Bdilnd the 6aA spruce forest rose the hl^ Gteat Bear hlUa with large- 
areas (rf brilliant green; they were too far away to detennioe exactly what 
tneior bushe* thsae were, fatttthqrJo<dced very cheerful In contrast to the 
nmbre spruce. 

The water was so shallow we could not get within two hundred yards of , 
the shore; It was a sandy bottom with roda here and tIMre. We landed 
fa) 'the Aldtbann and gota couple of tng Stones with which to snchor th« 
/ti^jter, then we ^ went ashore and had a Ccmfortabte breakfast on. that 
beautiful beach with the big qtruce trees above us and the pUdd bay in 
boni, a pleasant change indeed after tiis last twelve hours. Especially

Th* 
windi veM ti^ and nriafaU, Mid thoQfh w« nada ■OQi* profTMi It WH bjr 
ft Ttrjr amtic cow^ About halt'war miom tlw kin »• ran Into » flttd of 
iMu^hHltoiiiBkeaditaurtoUwwesttoavQUlt. Wewmt KtUffWMt, 
b fact, ai'to iM U» two iilkOdi ^lain thkt we h«d dfhted on tlM night of 
the 16th. We fot to the north of thii tee end dufod onr coarae for the 
npe again. Early in ttie atoming of July 19th we poned (ome rarf Juit 
ihowiog above water; we were then oil tha »tranoe of lUchardMo Bay 
4ad some fifteea or eighteen diUm from it. There wu mora ic* here alio. 
We fdt tba cold a gteat deal during AeM two days, though the ther- , 
nMMueter waa (our to eight degraet ^Mre the'tieeiang pc^it with very httlt 
variation; but it rained to much aOtlio often that everything was more or ' 
lot damp. . Meal houn wcm the only bri^t ipota in the day, and a good . 
bowl fun of st^amiiig hot ertannint the nunmit of happineis. We had 
brought a sntall amount of good hrsndy and nun "for emergency"; the 
bnndy di^'t seem to help ui muchi but the rum, an esceUetUty good 
Jamaioa rum put up by the Hudson Bay Coinpany, certtunly warmed tha 
blood In our vona. This is one of tha tew limes in my eq)<rieuce that 1 
ever fdt any direct and positive good from the use of ahxdiolic stimu- 
lanta. Persooalty my bias is against them as such, and as a matter of fact 
we. never had another real occamon for their use all the time we wera in tha 
North. But 10 much has bedi written against them, often indiscrimi* 
nating nonsense, that it it a [Mty to miss an Opportunity cf recording tha 
nadonbtcdgood they did on this occasion. 

It waa not till the monudg of July aoth that we mode Gtaa Cap under 
alight fair wind. As we passed a point we saw a York boat moortd to the 
beadi and knew this could only be the Hodgson outfit on their way bade to 
FOrt Norman- We landed at their camp and had the pleasure of. meeting 
Mr. Hodgson, a fint-ldofcing old man, a wdl-known tdd-timer in the Nnth: 
They had left the Oease Rivsr stxtie thiee weelcs previously and had made

We Mid good-bye to them end cmtinued our voyme, bat we had |oa« 
MI7 a tew milei wbn the wind dropped, tbea chanced to the north bcin^BC 
up done tog. We bad to ftaiid bMk to Uk land again; fortunatelr th« 
mkd wsa no more than a gentle breeM and we fdt our way bock carefnOr 
throng the fog, coming to anehor behiDd' a slight point that gav« ua ft 
oertain amount ol prttectioo. We bad no idea how [at we really ware froin 
the pidnt on wUcb the HodgMO party were canqked. 

. The Doctor and I rtarted out in the AUtbarm to foOow dw riwr* - 
fwther to the north and eee if there wai any better harbour near; we ffcn 
quite unprotected from any eatt to north-eatt wind, and for aacl^ort.m had 
ontyrodo. It wai quite interesting and myEteiioui to follow aAiiinknown 
coa*t line through a denK fog, but it Boon trended ao tmuii to the weat that 
we gave up hope of finding any harbour in thit direction. We landed and 
dimb*d a bare gravdly hill. It wa* pleaiant to get aifaora atua, eveiy- 
Ouag wai ttrange and iideresting. We had mddenly found omadvca in 
quite a fd(«gn country; for the ihnibe and plants were comi^etely different 
. from thoae on the iouth bde of Uie lake either In speciea or in character. 
The tpmce treei woe very itunted and scattered, there wen none near tba 
. kke at all. tbtn were hrta of Aowers, all itranEe to ua, nme of tbeni gavil 
quite a heavy smdl of dover to the air, bringing np vivid recoOectiona of k 
country very diSerent bom thii. 

While we were poking around on ihore thefog lifted long enou|ft to 
enable ua to Me over the lake tor a fcw milef to the north and weat of tu; 
It wai eovted with ice ai far aawaoonldaeeia that Jiortdiitaoce; 00 open 
water wai viable at alL We did not invcstigat« to find whether thia was 
fixed ice or floei, and at the time we were dojbtful which it waa. Fromlater 
a^ierience we know they rouat have been floei. There was no oie looking 
Cor a harbour in thit dircctioir m w« wwt bai^ to the canoe; Imd iriiile f 
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tafoiig to Qdr dil^ Uw fog cunadBwii tfakfar tban tnr MMlMaMrir 
mUnad Dm A^iiir btfan wa «« h«. 

Ve tttal wMtli and found the Und tnoded to tiw nwt in ^ dincOai 
>■!«>. Then the fof Uftad and we cooMiM that MmranaarUia point da 
wide ib>Bow'h»f, evidently fiv« or tis milei at leaet from the place iriiera 
we had lecn the Hod|«on outfit. We returned to the Japilcr and decided to 
■tay-ediereite «nv aachoradaqd awwt the pleasore at the wind. 

' We landed and ptA in the time bunting ptarmigan, our BziX i»«**l"y 
with the*e birda whldi pcqart^ (odi good frimda to u later on. The fog 
bung around the lake, but it waa neaiiy always dear and bri^t aAore) the 
open hiDy countiy with a few tcattered sprtices looked very inviting after 
thb monotony of thick unbroken forcsti. 

W« made camp ashore that night. Lion and myself keeping our 
Wfttdiet ai osoal, but with the unuAial comfort of a cheerful Ate. 

Next diay. July 3ist, was stiQ foggy and the wind itill very light, but it 
had come around from the south. This was all in our favour, so we made a 
■tart and stood acroea the lake on a course for CapeMcDonnelt, the nearest 
point on the other ddf. We made slight headway till afternoon When a- 
Bteady breeze sprang upirooi the EDuth-eaat and then we made good progreai. 
Wa left moat of our troubles behind us at GrOi Cap; thereafter the voyaga 
waa nothing but a [Measure trip. 

The first land we saw was the high mountains far Inland on the north 
ahore (rf Uie lake. This was at lo o'clock that night tUiesuni^t then near- 
lag the horiion, and with beautiful affects It slowly digpeA behind theoL 
Cape McDoiumU was abeam at ■ i r.u., but we had made so much leeway, 
that we were now &r to the aortb at it. This is lotr-lying land and we ooutd 
tiudy make it oot. Next moniinc we were adS on the same tack with tha 
Narralcassae Jtlands ahead of us. But our leeway was so great that wa 
passed clear tt> the north of them. 

It was a perfect pleasure to be on board the JupUer that day, the 
weather was lovely beyond description, and #e had tha interest erf land 
visible in all directions ahead. We kept on slowly alt day, dCMog the best

It waa the aftcfnoon of the nest day, Jnty 33d, before a favourable 
bnaee came 1 we (tarted afabi but only to be dri vea back by a Mdden dunge 
of wind. Lion and I wen itairting our watdtea all the time and we made 
•mtberitart on July a4th, at 3'AJf. Uon got the ihlp uniler way ain^e- 
handed. I came on wat^ at 4 aji. that morning; we were then ranaing 
before a gentle weet wind and what we toolc to be Big Island WM Nme fifteea 
mOei ahead at ua. Everything locdced promiting for a clear run, when Uia 
wind luddenly chanfed to louth-east and a dense tog came up. All I coold 
do wai to keep the Jupittr ai dose hauled ai posiible, though we were fait 
being driven into some kind of a bay. I expected to find ouraelve* ashora 
any minute, at thit part of the lake ii full of iilandi, (hoal*, and pointa. 
* Uickfly for ua the wind waa cmly a gentle one, and after an hour of anxiety 
It auddenly changed again to the louth-wett and toon increaied to a good 
tieih breeM. I could now only make a wild guett where Big'Iiland lay, 
but I made the beat guett I could oct the- compau and'headed for that. 
Tba -wind freshened and the JupiUr ihowed a capacity for qxed quit« 



Thefogwaieooablowa away; at 8 a.m. wb could ^ Big. Iiluid about 
nz mile* away. My gneta had bees a good one, and we were heading direct 
foctheDorthcbanndbrtwcenBigltlandandtheihore. Behind ui we could 
iee, when the fog lifted, a loog point that we must have juat miatcd by I 
don' t know how ilight a marghL .

It wai the moat 
difBcult part Of all his eztraordimuy journey and be deaajbea it in detaU; 
we found Ua account mott hdpful, accarate,andr(dlaUeionlyln one placo 
ia there a imall ooiisston, perfectly excuubte. 

But it molt be remamberad that Hanbury was coming down Hream, and 
for him all roads led to Bear Lake, while ouia was the more dUBcult taak cf

Ml the tmcldiiK Ua*- And we could altraya indulge In bbpca in aitefqaiu 
ImpaaaUe irtien at the latter talk; we could alwayi hope that tha npKt rapid 
mi^t be the last, or at kaut m deep that it wouldn't b« ntcoBuy to Viga,Vm 
the canoe; or that the nest ittetch ol quiet water might Uit (everal nilefc 
It it true these hopes were iddam justified, but endu^'good itrealqeaiM 
aloog with the bad to keep our qwiti up. 

Then wa had good grub and good equipment, our cmmpa Wfto ahnqrt 
eomtortsbte, and We.todc trouble in preparing oar meali. We had teamed 
the necesnty of taldng good care of our Ixidiei; they Tcre mere macUnea ior 
the converdoo of bent Into energy and required tlie careful attoitloa Moea* 
ruy [or every high dBsi roaddne. 

. Altogether this journey would have been one of iheer pleaAire il it had 
not been for the shortnesi of die Reatoowhieh left oi to little time in iriudt 
todonmudiworit. We couldn't aSord to follow tqrwayt inviting ezplofa< 
tion, or to move at our convenience at regarded the WMthcr; wet or dry 
rain or ihine, we hod to ibove on. 

Thii first day we had lund) about tbree 'miles above Hodgsod's Point 
on a high sandy boiik: there was an Indian grave there, the palisades looked 
quite frech. arKl we learned afterwards that it was the grave id Francois's 
bther. 

While at lunch we saw a flodc of young.geeae gravdy iwinuniag dowa 
the river in a kmg line; they locdod at oiir canoe ewfaUe, then deddod to 
turn back. Wc overtocA thenk later oo an) murdered four at them with « 
little .u jristcri. Oit oar needs trtn imperative, and those young gtt^ 
gave us some of tbs moet delidoui itews I ever tasted. We struggled on 
aUaftemocm; it was bri^t and warm, the river waa a Aicoestion of shallow 
rapids with quiet stretdies of deep water between, and we were wdl [dcuad 
with the progress we hfcd made.

The bhw bccrie* wen ripe and 
grew in prcxUcioui quantitiei on abcurtUy Hnril buthcdi, GtiJe tUiigi not 
nun than a couple of indieihi^ but loaded with big juicy biniea. But the 
U^ ffiei ware fierca, thaf aiiailed ni in nraima; It ii harder to defendooe- 
idfagainit.tbanthanaiaiaitinoequitoe*. We went back, to oui camp to 
good (jdrltti our dliappototnieM at failing to aee anything to indica t a tba 
proiintity erf tbe Dimul Lake* did not latt tong ; we had not really expected 
to, and It kmked as though «e would hare better conditions cm the river 

' And io Indeed it proved, we made a good early itart, tboving off 
to B pouting rain which luted most of the day. But we had good g» 
ing, mth an uninterrupted ten-mile paddle for a ftart; it waaa perfect 
joy to malm p i o g n w likn tUi after our late incenant wadiog and portag- 
ing, and we didn't mind the rato lo long aa we had audi good c on ditiona 
. for canodng. 

. Tbk i^ver was really very pntty althnngh aomewhat moaotcooua. It 
enrved between high baaln of day or mid, level oa top and covend with a 
tiiick growth of am^ tpnet trees and usually mth tUdc wiDowi oontog 
dose to the water's edge. It wai deep and riuggtsh, with a scaroely pnotf' 
tible current. 

Allaloog the river animal life abounded. "Oiere were ptarmigan ashora 
and muskrats to the vrater ; the latter paid very little at tention la na but went 
about their bustoeesqdte undisturbed.

Abont a mil« bdow it we paned a tiny ttTean cominc in &«n tha nottii- 
weati tbe Doctor hailed thli at ooeo a* Hutbwr'B "Sant^ Cnelt." t 
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Ma't.qidU n Mn ftboM tt ; Um bnfmMfaa (hrco tqr tha book ia ttwt Saadjr 

Oatk «HiM in from the nortiMMt, Mtd tU* itraMa Ncmcd too niiaito ta 
nnnr ftMnbuiy't deKriptlaa. Wb camped that m^t bdow "Hattbnry'a 
Kbp]e," a* m called the hill, detennlaed to Invettigate faefora we mot Uqr 
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Urthar. It rained heavily all that ni^it, our camp dm right out oa « Att 
nndy bMcfa, but them wai pleatjr of qmiee tor lh« and bedding. 

NsEt day It waa tda raininf, on inoanant U^t lain. We tried the 
right, the main btiacb cf the river, flnt; m could paddle a ibott distance 
above the Icopjei what a delight it wai to' paddle an unloaded canoe againl 
We aocn came to itoay gravelly countiy, the river waa fidl of raplda, ao we 
took to the (bore and walked over theie undulating gravel hilU for eevenl 
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Bat tlM fKtte wi «Mt th* mora nfltkot it bMMM ttet thb oottU aet 
1«TB bMB BaslHUT'f mUa; wt letnnMd to onr euof and had hm^ tlua 
itutad to ai^km tin otiwrlittia creek. It wh k aim rbnlet floiriAg la « 
widanndy duaod, with a ilaa of pAvd tiBli OS OM fide and tbe nutdy pbia 
t» the tmtli on tba Mher. Wa landed a ndla or to from the month and 
ttndc acnM to a hi^ TaBce of hilli about four milM to the north. 

We odled thit Granite Kidge ; it roae atxMt five hundnd feet above the 
river and coeomaoded a very extouive view, but the weather waa too thldc 
to tea aiqlhing that definitely indicated the kKUioo of the Diimal Lakea, 
ao we returned to our canoe and iiaddied back to camp. We bad not m- 
ceitain^ with any certaiiity that thii little atream wa* Hanbuiy'i route, 
tint altbou^ it was to tQiall it wai oavisaUe' to a quite vniuspected degree 
and we decided to tty it; So we went back to our camp on the tandy beach 
■lid made a good eady itart tiezt day. 

We found it wai one thing taking an en^i^rjcanoe up that little etmua 
and aaofher wfaoi the canoe wa* kiaded mth nea^y five hundred pounda 
ofituff. It waa daqteTatelydiaconnfing work, inceaaant hauling, uidoadinig, 
fatdm^ reloading, and'hauUng, and lo Oo ^ capo. It todc na mosLof tba 
morning toieach the place where we had, been with the enqity cflnoe the 
d^ before. A ahcnt dist^n^ beyond thii the atieam brandied, maldug 
oar perplfxity worse than ever. 

. We tried the left hand bnmdi first ; a enull ihig^Bh stream, ao lUUTOW 
and with bendi M tharp that it wai almoct a matter of difficulty to get our 
eightea foot Polarit aiDund aome of them. And wa were getting eo-taf 
to the west that the whole butineti looked very doubtful ; at but we decided 
to make an attempt to reach the Dismal Lakea on foot and see whera they 
actualty lay. We mode amp at the httla forka oa the creek, "Jnnctioa 
Caoqi" we called it, a diarminc tpot and a BBug camp it waa. 

Next day we made an eariy atait in our heroic determinadon to leadi 
the- Diamat Lake* on toot. We itruck acroea to Granite Ridge sgain in- 
tending to fbOow that along, but the weather came up thick and rainy, cold 
■ad raw, even i little toow fdl; we cbuM not *ee anyttung ui^der tbeaa

Then the weather deared np and we continued our journey along tha 
crcBt of the ridge for leveral mile*. At last we got right to the wd o{ it and 
were confronted by a plain, in a dep^ewioa of which lay a roiuKl, laMy Ursa 
bcke. B^ood thii again waatbe range ot manntaiiis, itill eight or ten miles 
away. We knew that the Ditmal Lakei miut lie beyond tbete aomewhere, 
bat there waa certainly DO pro^iect of walking there in one day! 

Prom the end of the ridge we could plaiidy trace the couraa of tba 
Deaae Riveri It cameout of a long lake to the east of ua, and tnta here it 
kioked like a pramiBng route. 

For we were now corapletdy at km to know wtere Hanbuiy bad been, 
tUa at l«aat aeemed to cflet some land of a route and we decided to try it. 

We went bade to onr carifaoo, then came a long hard walk bade to 
camp, loaded with an.tbe meat we could carry. We revelled in freA meat 
that night; with the constant hard woric and ttw wet cold dimata, our 
appetites had grown tnonnooa. 

' Weretuniedtotheniainrivernettmomlug, and put Ins kmg hard day 
atte ndin g thiat. It got mailer and towller.ai we went on, but iAafnteoC 
constant paddng and portat^g ife nWle fair progress, and evening found ua 
aaaong some tteepgravdhSls we had seen from Granite -Ridge.

TliMiga |Dt wane and won* with ni ta-dsj. By noon we had not made 
more than a m&e from our camp in a ftnu^t'liiie, lo difficult had the river 
been. TlienitifmadoutOVcrawide^veBybediineKlyatiickleabOwing 
ben ind'there; further pracrees by water wu quite impowible. We^tait 
■bfiad on toM ta Me what eooditioo* were like; the river contracted BBaln, 
but it was bopdem for navigation. - 

We were ttill about five Dulea Irom the lake; thii port of the journey 
would require a complete portage of our «tufl and would take wvernl day* 
at least to |et to the lake. And even once on the lake wo were itill a long 
way (ram the Dismal Lakes. We had come mudi farther to the east than 
we. had anspected when looking over this valley from the Gramte Ridge. 
Prooi a bin above the south end of Long Lake, at we then called it, We could 
SCO nothing but rugged hills to the north. ' The •eaaon was getting so lata 
that we mi^t dcepoir of ever getting there this tnunmer by a rants so pal- 
pably difOcult. We diacnsied the subject ball it* bearinga, finally (tedding 
not to waste our tinwAlid strength by persevering In an enterprise to doubt* 
tul, but to turn htdt to the little credc we had already attempted once, to 
follow it up as far as we could, and to stake the whi^ succetto of our journey 
on-findinga way to'the Dismal Lakes by that route. 

We camped entty that day at the fatthest point to iriiich we bad brought 
the'canoe;eur camp waaodahighgravd pmnt overlooking, the stony river 
bed, a wute of gravd a quarter of a mile wide with the water trklding over

Latar - 
OB «M had proof of tblit m toMod the Mmaliu erf campa ifiOi diopi4ii| of 
Uw wnw age and dianKter aa at ioine ot the old campa we had aeea ^ 
ea the lower river and had bees able to attribute to Simpaon; one at theia 
campa waa In a tituatkiD exactly aa i^Kribcd by tifo. In fact, except on the 
lower part of the river irtwn there were fiequent nfiu of the Hmnby and 
Hodgson parttea, all the indkatiooB of any me having been there bafoTB were 
old and had been made by SiinpKm, Ricbardsn, and Ra«. We found no 
Nsna On our whole journey diBt could lie attributed (o Haobuiy. 

Then followed tliree days of constant c&ort. At cme [dace we had to 
make' a comfdete portace ^ all our stuff for more than two miUa. But in 
an thii hard work we hod the eocour^ieinent of knowing that we were on 
the 'right loadi we eould work with.awill, fne from the doubts and - 
perplexitiee of the {mat week, and wont of all, tlie banntingieoaB of 
potaible failure. 

The river got imaller and imallerj we paaied from nndy ^aini to -low 
rolling gravel hillt, then to aandy hilU aijabi. The itreara finally became a 
mere ilugglsh ditch, meandering with- many turni through a narrow vaUeyt 
the hilla had cloeed in on n> almoat before we knew it. It wai evident that 
we had followed the creek to iti very tonrce; before ua lay an opening in tlin 
mountaina that we thoii^t might be the divide that Hanbnry had croaaed. 
At the nearest pofnt to this we Diade camp ; it wai noon of the third day after 
leaving Junction Camp. 

We started out on foot to expLore the countiy; the waOdng waa good 
«vc*" gravelly hilla that ildrted a plain on which many snail. lakea wen 
acatteted; after travelling a few miles we came to a ridge overiikddng a.Ioog 
narrow taSky, with a aeriea.of arnaU lakes in IL This was HatUMuy's root*

Ha nodded Mi hand and iqiMtad "TmU- 
ttfhf, Tirfil-aipiii|. " I lava Um a miall piece at milk dneolaU I bad ia 
1117 fiodnti ha put h ia Ut monlli in a doubtful way. Pwewilly an ex- 
peaerian ot iatanM ddlght pawed over Ui wide feoe; it waa vary fnooj 
to watch. 

Wa tried- to expUn by rigns that tta would lUn libn to come back to our 
camp aikd bdp ne to portaie our itull. He followed ut wHUncly eoouch (or 
Uwhilei vriieUMTOur pace ww too teat for him or whetbar he waa afraid to 
trulthiinKlf withnaaocooqiletety Idonot loKrtr, but he laggid farther and . 
farther bebiiid; dually we aaw him make a bee-line back to Ua cainp; bo 
pidctd up the roU of akin, sathered up hia bow and qieara, and diaappeared 
toward the lake. 

We wtte not altogether aorry that he turned back; we bad no freah 
Dieat left and wen doubtful bow he would have liked the only food we could 
have given him. It waa late when we gpt back to caitp that evening; tbo 
nighta were oowbegiirning togetdarlrandl aaw aome of the brighter atais 
to-night for the firat time aioce leaving Fort Smith. 

It tix>k two dayi to make the portage; the dlatance waa aii and a halt 
mileE, but we were helped out by the anall lakea, which made up perfa^M 
One^quarter the whole dlatance. We moved all our ituff along in aherttiipa 
'of about five hundred yaida; it took three loada eacfa and one trip with both 
of ui to cany the canoe, ao that we had to cover the ground aeveo time*. 
But the walldag was good and the little lakca gave oa meat wdeom« 

It was a jf^nl evening when we finally got all our ituS to k pleaaant 
Uttle camping qxtt at the atrvne end of Diamal Lake. We cdebrated tb* 
occaaion that night by nneatra good feed, with coffee and deajccated ra^*- 
beniee aa a apecial treat. We had biou^ a few tiqs of oofiee tor grant 
occaiiona; the dealccatcd raapbeniea ware, alaat a great disiqipcrintment. 
But their juice waa fine; we mixed it with a little brandy of which we had 
one bottle "for emergency" and it made a drink that we thou^t waa per- 
fectly delidout. We called tbia !'Teahierpi Toddy,'; it figured at (eativn

It ww a joy- to load op the canoe and to put on her 
canvat covert, rate that we would have no bccatica for the efcriaatiag 
handling of ituff that had hitherta been amxtaiy. 

It waf thU part of the lakn that.SImpKn law when he gave them their 
' bmim; there nevwwaianwne better dwervcdto far a» the we ate raeitnm- 
Itjr ii concerned, though it ii munoited ■• regards the rect of them. Any- 
thing more unspeakably diamal than'the western end I never taw; the lake 
I* dint ia Iv.high ban rocky hiUt; Ibose to the north still had huge drifts of 
now in places, probabl]r these drifts never disappear. The hilU oa the 
■nthera side are sharp bndcen rocks uomitigAed.by any aofteoing induenco 
of flaat life. ' Five or six miles 'tmm its weatefn end the take narnni;s t? 
half a mite or BO in width, a soii^ire sheet of water between threatening hills. 
Bieyood thcM'nantiwttl^ character of' the lake changes; imtead of tiie bar^ 
ncky luU* there are gently rounded ilopes covered with grasb and heaths, 
wholly pteasAot in aspect. 

We paddled along the, south. shore of the lake; by ndoa it b^an to rala 
heavily and kept it up all day and all night. We got to the first narrowi at 
6p.it.; we must have paddled at least twenty-seven miles today. A sandy 
bar stretches acraas the take hen; it was to shallow that we bad to wade. 
The loilth shore is a aeriea of small sandy cliffs, the north shore consists of low 
wiUow-eovered stretches, and then is a low sandy island also covered with 
willawa. I walked altag the afaoni it was strewn with the boMi of caribou;

LilDe oundvca they had taken two dayt to aacmd the river, but tbey 
evidently had a much lower atage of water and they had five men to their 
cuMM ao that they could nae the trtiddng line at placet where wa muld not. 
When tbnr had finally readied the Ditmal Lake, Hanhory Nya: " Ve coiled 
and etowed away the tracldng linea and rewrted to pAddlM. ttwai Indeed' 
t rdief to get out on the open and quiet water of a lake. ThoaKentofs 
dtngemua river, or rather I ihould tay a river where conUnued caution ia 
ilnohitely itecenary to prevent an acddent, la apt to get on the nervet. 
Every dny the attention fa atrained and every night you aia obliged to camp 
dote to the thunder and iwUi of the ron^, heavy, and rapid water whidii 
Jon know you wilt have to tadde the IdUawing morning. Very old handa 
WKf not ejtperienee thcae fedlnga, and very jronng hand* an Igootant of the 
ital dancer tliat awaiti them in the event of the bad canoe acddent. For 
ay own part I have not yet got hardened to riika *fa)ch from ample 
nperience I know\a be Krioua."

the dwarf btR^et yellow alM bat paler and leat brlltiant ; the ndcM growing 
along the abore in the water were all mauve and coiae. It wai the moat 
beautiful display of (xdour in flora cooceiv^de.' 

We ipcDt ■ few day* On the oortli aide at ii» noddle Ditmal Laka 
attempting to Invettigate the country to the north. "Glacier Cove" we 
called our tan^); It waa right under a iteep gravel hill, with hiUi to protect 
won either aide. A levd apace lay between u and the late^ a tegular floor 
of fine hard gtavet covered with.a carpet Of tbart thidc mota, o( an beautiful 
ahadeaofied. bwaaaanugaunp.andiinongthehiUabdiinduBtherewen 
lotiirf dead qtmce for Sre-wood.' This i> the only place where ipruceoccura 
on the Dismal Lalcei, except at the eitieme eattem and weaiero ends. 

' The weather came up thick and atoriny; the dtountatM wen hidden in 
miat and it wai ImpoanUe to carry out ourplana.

M pasted ; the things we had k(t ha<i bcsn taken, and we coold see that the 
kayak had been moved lince oiCr laat inrit. It wat very tantaliMngto find 
neb traces of them but not to lee the Bririmow themidves; however, we 
could not wait there oq the diance of them diowfaig up, so continued our 
voyage. We e* two more caribou to-day, a cow and a lartje caU. Farther 
along the lake we saw another, a munificent bull. He waa on a ramU 
island and watched us come within a couple irf hundred yards before he 
made any attempt to move. We did not iiy to get him; already we had 
u much meat as we could cany. 

The weather went through tome sudden and violent changes to^yi 
fram a lovely placid morning it turned to a stotmy afternoon with ttrong 
north-west wind. The Btoim cau^ us at the western end of the lakei 
there was no protection tuiless we crossed to the other side. Landing was 
out of the question on'that ezpoaed rocky ibore; we had no chcnce'but to 
paddle albqg through it as best we couM, but fortun^ely it lasted only a 
GMpleof hours, then turned to a quiet sullen evening. We made camp that 
night at our old place at the western extremity of the lake. It had been a .

way I bad left It. When I Opened the bag the first thins I pulled out waa » 
Knall Kalaldn coat and a beautifulljr made pair of KaUldn alippenl Be- 
Bde> these they bad Irft a bunch of artowiwith iptuot ahafti and copper- 
tipped bone bead* and loaie trinlcna ijwed out qf'ivocy. ' We were panted 
to know what these thingt could beused for; it was not tiD next year that 
we found out. One of them waa intended to shove through tbe ttoac of thn

The only tbing we nlnwd Ikmh our camp Fas an empty lard pall; 
the. things left by the Bski^nos seemed liberal payment for that, bnt 
remembering a sUuy of Amundsen's, I thought it passible that tbey mi|^t 
have discovered and sfipropriated the remains of the caribou that we bad 
killed near this camp and the paynmt may have been intended to cover 
that as welL 

Evidently tbey bad been here unt3 quite rectntly i hofring that we night 
yvt soe «xaethlng of them, we camped a little above the junctioQ of Sandy 
. Credcwiththemainbiatildicf theDeaaeRtver.intendingtDStayoveradayi' 
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ijt umtoSbHon

Then were d|u of Bridmea all over the txautty now whera there had 
been twoe at all on our ^mtief up; in ooc pUee Aqr had made Quite an 
(tzteiwive camp on a hill, and the etoihmI wat covered with ditpi where thejr 
■ bad been making rieigh rtinneri. 

Ve walked acroH that now fanUiar plain and climbed the Granite 
RidiB oncft more; it wai a keen pleaaure to kAk over the valley a< the Doaaa 
Khrer and recall bow dodbtful we had been when we mw it lait; how neariy 
we had cMnc to pief t^ taldng a wtoug road, and how tuccetrful our jour- 
ney had finally been. 

We taw some tmoke (ar to the ea«t of ui near the river; we nqipoeBd it 
waa Ealcimoi and even thought (or -awhile of making an attempt to walk 
there, but the distance wari too great andevcmng wai already ckeinB in. 
We talked about going Up atrtam next day to tnveetigate, but that night 
we had more mow, and I <bn't Unnk that even the certainty of meeting 
Eakimoe would have induced u» to wade up that ihaUow river kgfita, hauliiig 
ft csnoe. It wai a job we were heartily rick.of, and in tKeie knr tempera- 
ture* It was unpteaaantly cc4d work. Moreover,,we were anxioiii to get 
bade to Hodgioa'e I>ajht and eee how Uoa mi getting on. 

So W tnmed down (tream neit day ; a Ntterly cold- day It was with a 
little snoiran the ground, the small quiet bay* of the river covered with ieti 
and Ug collars of ice arOund every tittle twig trailing in the water. 

We made good time; the river was h^ and we ran the same distance 
...down stream tp-day that had taken t*ro days' hard wmk on the y/ay up, 
Bi|t it was cold work ; we (tin had to wade occa^onally and It was a chilly 
Job paddling In wtt things in such weather. 

Next day we niade good' progress and in the aflemooa came to the long 
quiet (tretdi above ObaervUhn Hill; it was dwnged indeed since we were

wai |ood enough for them at all eeaiont. 

We camped that night opposite Obaervatioa Hill and n»t morning 
climbed it again to connect np our travene and look once men over the 

, country that we were now mete familiar with. We lulled another caribou 
this, morning doee to our camp ; like the ftrit Me we got it did not lee us and 
came running over tiw idain ri^ towanb ui; fte waited till it got within 
easy range, then ehot it. We camped below the canyga that night; there 
was quite a mariceil difference in the general advance of the seaion on the 

. aouth side oi thii high rlilge. At this ttn^> we made a eltbe of nearly all 
the food we had left. 

The nighti were now getting quits dark and I aaw the aurora to-ni^t 
tor the ftret time; It wai extended right across the iky at right angles to the 
magnetic meridian. It was in the torn) of a ([^ral like a loosely twisted rOpe; 
there wasnocolour. It looked more like a iti^tly luminous doud. A rapid 
movement wai running through it from end to end, and I thought at firvt 
it was some kind of' a cloud, some violent atmoRi^ieric disturbancei aiMl 
for a few moments I waa quite alarmed until I realised what it K*l^ 
ma. The aurora became very familiar to u* later, but I never saw it 
take this particular appearance ^ain. 

September I uh wai the last day o( our journey and it was over a pert 
of the river that was the most (UfBcult to navigate. Twice we brote hblee 
fat the ^efarb to-day and twice we had to itqp and icpair her. Oneoftheae

had not tM«n M wdtlnt peAapB >• oat own, bnt jnit ai impotUnt, and 
carried on, tdtm under adverse dmuMtancet, .to the hi£bly wcwftd and 
creditaMe retult ire saw. 

We had Helper in the new houui lioa doinf the hcMioun. It wat all 
TCry bewildering at flrtt and eepedallyttrange to meet ictMonedMand to 
bear another'! vcrice. Then Lion'i lone beard had dumged hbn lo much in 
' Bi^iearanee that be looked to be icarcdy the lame penoa. The houaa 
■eenied quite Bpadoui trfter our little tent, and it wai a coummmate {Jeaiuta 
to take our meals aEain in lucb a dviliaed way,'tlttinK on comfortaElediaiia 
■t a real table and witbcatt any fear cf upeettins thhiKl 

Altogether the evening wu someiriiat confuainK; m had lo much 
to tdl each other that it wna lome time before we got a fair idea ot our 
respective adventiirea. 

After aeeiogui oS Uon had gone ahead with hii bouae buildhig. On 
July 3<^, the day after we left, the Bear Uke Indiana arrivAd In thdr York 
boat and Father Rouvier with them. So we had beaten them haodaottiely 
In CRis^ng the lake ai well at ctanlnS up the Bear River. Hbmby waa 
following by canoe with lAme other Indiana and the Father waa awaiting 
hlaarrival to proceed to the DigmalLakei OP hii evangdidngmittion. Tba 
Bear Lakcra went hunting for caribou on the edge.trf the barteni, and thdr 
•Hcccas ao got on FrsnsoU'* miiid Uiat he forgot an about hie agreement, and 
Lion bad comiderable difficulty keeping him at all nntil sdme of the heavier 
part of the woric wai done. Hornby arrived on Auguit loth, and acouph 
<d days after heand the Father made-astart np the river. Pranpiii Mt at 
the same time ao Lion wa* now alone at Ua work. 

About a week later Koraby and MKue of the Indians came back, and 
the Father and thereat followed in a co«[de of ^ya. Hornby and the Father 
had got aa far aa Observation ffiU and they had returned to get some moM 
■Of^pliea. "na Indians Intended to hunt along the Bouthcm shore of DeaaB

llien we b^oke camp and paddled np to the end o( the qniet atietch 
Attending to inveatiiate the Eaat River, at we then called it, but it turned 
Gttd and w* bad heavy mow. The river ml^ fretM Vf any niabt, M wa 
deetdad to turn back to Hodgacn'i Point. We had luneb that day under tba 
ke fl( a hl|h eaitd bank; It wat nowlag beavDy, and lAIle at hiadi Uoa 
thoodit he heard the report of a rifle. 

We made our way back to Hod|tan'aPoint ilowty, canqainf twic* on tlta 
*ay and buntbi( aa we went, but w« aaw no caribou, wfakfa Waa a greU dia- 
iVpoiatment; tbe Doctor and I had aen ao many oq our ioumey fftra tba

We camped at Number On* Camp on OUT lebuTclyjouToey home, and 
' Jnit before we |ot to Hodgwn't Point we noticed Kme one walldnf alaa( 
die than, pack <n bade, and a couple <d dogi loaded with padci folknrinc 
him. 

It waa HorAbr. he had walked in baa where he and the Father had 
been, and the rifle ihDt that Uontbou^t he had heard waiHoniby'i in fact. 
'We get bftck to Hodgion't Point none too toou; the river ttott over next 
day; we had utilited the ieuoa o(. navi|ation to the-very lait 

Hornby made hit camp near our houK and bad (upper with ua. That - 
nl^t we had the-fint one of many pleaiant evenings in our tnug and cotrib^ 
fortable little hocne; and Hcwnby told ui «f hii and Father Roavier'a 



It wu tha latter part of Auput before thqr made their w^ up tha 
Dcaao Kiver and (hough the water waa hitler by that time, they made very 
dow progren. Like ourielvea they had only a hacy idea of the routa to 
Umal Lakei. They law tha tracaa of our can^ on the nndy baa^ by 
Hanbnry'i Ko(i}e and auppoaed without any quettion we had gooa that w^, 
Tbey had a hard Anig^ to net to the Uke, and by the time tbey got thera 
the naaoo wU ao fat advanced they had to give up the idea of goidg oa to 
the Diaoal'Lakta.

We divided 
tbcK dutiei of the eataUuhntent inlo cooUnK, wood-choppini, and bunting 
and took them in turn for » week at a Uim. On Sqrtember i5t)> wo atarted 
tlK new'T^^mO with mya^ aftgook. Lion ai wood-chopper, and the Doctor 
ka hunter.. ... 

It WM abrat this Uok that w« taw moat of the Bear'Laks Indiani; th^ 
came in from the edges of the woodt where they hod been hunting, caribott 
and act up, their teepee* oh the ihotet of tlie bay behind Big Idand. - They 
tpeot tfae next month fiihing for white fish with nets and catching tliem in 
conskferahle numben. These were ^ main food supply ot their dogs. 

Wbea Uoa and I returned from our trip up the river we found these 
Indians camped around.Hodgson'i Point, but to our relief they stayed there 
only a few days. ' Among them was the Pran^oia out£t, quite unabashed 
■nd perfectly Innaccnt that tfaey had done anything Out of the way io hav- 
ii^Lioabyhimtdf. Pran^ois had tdlled thirty-two caribou in the coiine of 
the aeasoa and broO^t ns in a good suppiy at dry and pounded meat in 
return for the rifle we had lent him. 

The total Indian population around our end oTthe lake was then atMUt 
twenty-five, mra, women, and dutdren ; and this was the most we-ever taw 
atrnnMH in one pUct, There' was Frangoia and bis family, and Francois's 
bratberUodestaaadhisfamny. Then thera was an Indian that we used to 
ml "Sqniny," an evil-loddug customer, though I must say Us looks wen . 
the only thing we oyer had against him. B9 had rather a idos, made, and

But we 
never nw that the women had any undue ihare of the work, or that they 
wnvtrcat«da<merabea*tt-of burden. On the contrary the leiai eenxd 
tn be on the bails of perfect equality in everytbiof that coaoemed their 
domei^Ura. 

What the Indiani in turn thoH^t of ui I do not know, certainly we did 
tlungi very differently tnm any wtute Man they had nen before in that 
oonatry, but what thdr real opinica wai I have no Idea. 

The fint two . week* in October ware fairly mUd, the ieaicn wak milder 
iriU) ni than it bad been with SCmpaon b 1838. The river, nUch had 
faoaen acroee on our retun, opened vp enoa|^ to let di pt down to the lafca 
by canoe; 10 on October ad, Uoa end I made a trip to M Port Confidenca 
toliava a kxik at thoae remaids.

On October 3iit, we broke camp and made an earV itart 1 the weafbar 
bad been tonuag colder vapidly. To-day wai quite iharp, the thcnniMneter 
. had been -17* m the niiht. We bad a pteawnt brealduf widi Hombir 
and the Palher then darted oat acroci the lake. 

We had about one humfaed and twenty pound* on eadi tobf^San. Onr 
equipment waa then by np menu m wdl worked out as we bad it by' next 
- ■prini, WewereEtillunnf.our jDimitoa'tdecpinKbaeiwbidiwehadluied 
with cvibon Ekin; then were bulky and heavy and we had aa tmneceenrily 
laiie food eupply with na. But we made good time on the ice, ttw toboff. 
. (ani ilid along down itteam almoet by themsdvee. We camped that ni^t 
bdow Hanbury's Kopje agaiuj the Father with hit big dedjp and tix dpp 
overtook lujuit a* we got there. - 

He continued his journey down tticam next day, while Lkn and I went 
weat to SimpaOa'a Point hoping to tee Maie caribou oa theae plaiOa. 

That place at pleoaut recollectiont waa ven' different now to what it 
bad been when the Doctor and I oamped there lait. The hillt and plaiaa 
wete covered with aoow; there waa a bitteriy cold wind blowing and the 
1^ waa full of rime. Of caribou there were no aigna whatever, the wfaola 
aipect el tUagt wfti lO utterly -bleak and miserable that we decided to 
. make our way farther down the river. We moved our camp about five 
milea down etream that aftenoota, and made an earlyatart again next 



The day* were very ibort now and it wa* necciiftry to camp about four 
in the afternoon. But one caii alwayi break caimp in the daric, m we hftd 
to turn ottt very early to get in a fair day'i mak. We uaually tniroed oat «t 
4AJI. or ibortlyafter-ian unhappy proceeding it WM to turnout of our dm*

Things got wane awl wcne with oa; w« had to reat every few bnadrad 
jmrdB, then every hundred, finally Jt would take a eeven^cffort tor move thoae 
toboEgans fifty yardi or Icat between rtata. At latt we oould poaitively get 
, no futber; we.put up our tent gb the top of a hi^ bank d the river irtieta' 
there were a few tpnice tree*. 

The wind roae itroAg frcca the north-weat increasing to a regular gale, 
the temperature dropped (Uddenty till it reached —4*. There wai wood 
enmigh, but in that atrong wind the fire did uano good; we got tea a* weS 
M wc could and turned bto our aleeping-bag* hopiiig the tent would hold, 
«nd for better titties next day. 

]n qnt« of the gale the tent bdd all right and better times came; next 
.d^ was perfectly lovely, bright, cold, and cl^; we hauled those toboggiuu 
nearly twenty milei and ounped that afternoon on the abort oj^xisite the 
Bast River, near thesame place where Iva had bad.hinch and heard Homby'a 
ahot nioro than a month before. 

We had Intended to make another atUmpt to follow up this river and 
we did ascend it for a few miles, but evidently it ran through so much the 
aame land of pountiy as 1^ main branch cf the Deaae River that we ^ve 
it up as lacking in interest: It was on this little ttream that Stef annson had 
made his winter quarters the preceding year;' we saw no trace of them, but 
poMibly they were farther tip the river than we went. 

Hiereweie no signs.t^ caribou anywhere, and we were heartily sick of. 
this toboggan hauling as a form of amusement so decided to g^ back to 
Bodpoo's Pmnt as quick ai we could. 

We got to the canyqn that afternoon at 4 PJI. ; this ii aboot twelve mOea ' 
by the river.' The hauling had been fairly good and encouraged by a good 
tea we detennined to tiy and make Hodgson's Point that same night. The

It todc lit till ooe that afUnioon to get to Indian Grave, and at- 
tbooKh we hod only abont thm inilca farther to p> We had to abandon the 
hcftvkr of, the two toboggaii* here. 

Even with both of ua hitched to the nnalkr and lights one weYound it 
bard enouch in our cooditioa and we *^n tboroushly glad to.fet honw. It 
looked nniuiially Epackxu and comtortahle that night; our two caadlei 
aeenied to ^ve a perfect Sted of li^t and a gotd meal at a dvillaed table 
WB[* especially de)ichtfuL 

The Doctor waa well and cheerful i we heard that the Father bad arrived 
only the day before. Notwithitanding the aaslatance of the dap Ua trip 
had been almdat aa arduooi as our own. 

My week OF ccxd( had come around again, but it wai k pori> 
tivfl ideaaure to .turn out and li^t the fire after our lait tan dayi' as- 
periencet. 

The Doctor volnnteeied to bring in the abaodoned toboggan; Lioa and 
I agreed moat dteerfdlly, and awaited developmenti. About a pjl wa 
heaid him coming down the river, panting like a frei^t locomotivv tutting 
a btavy grade, a w< a I Inn like a horie, and imeUing, ai he aaid, like a iheq);

being very inefficient. . Lion'i fireplace waa a regular wide and deep oM^ 
with a Ug dah of quartaite for a mantelpiece.

At dinnertime, in « more relaxed frame of mind, I alwayt read aome of 
the'lit^ter literatute we had. When we b&d sooe throu^ Hoiiiby's boi^ 
Mveral timet we todded a heterogeneout coUecUoii of traA leA by Hodxtoo ; 
old magatinei and vaiioui mors or lest lurid noveli, ifirty, torn, and with 
page* miasing. Late in the winter when anything ii«w wot a real God-tend 
I found a (]iiit« timply and prettily t(dd ttory called iSmuitM aiuf ^fiowj,- 
the front pagei were miming, and to thit day I don't know the BUthor't name. 

The hunter bad no dutiet around the hoUie, he wai free to ttart oat at 
ODoe iriien breakfast waa over. It waa the wood-duqiper't'job to dry the 
diahet w4>en the cook washed tbem; ai toonaa thii wat done he too would 
leave the house on hit day's work, eiving the code a clear fidd to dean up and 
■ttfend to hit variouB chores. These were usually finithed Abodt noon: by 
that time the cook would have water brou^t up from the river,, wood 
btongjtt in from outside, and oil in the house cieat (or dnner. Then he was 
free to attend to his own pertonal -jobs of washing, mending, and sming. 

The litood-d)opper would ttart out with a toboggan and am, chop down

Bendet thit cadi wood-chopper had hia 
private itock of togi itacked up around the bouae ready to taw; a rcaenro 
agumtbadweather, orincaiehedioaM wanttohuBt. My own particular 
■tock of logi wu specially laife; it never waa used at all and it jan on m» 
yet to think o( itMne of thoie floe lofi that I hauled In with Rich care and 
labour used by Father Rouvier and Hornby the (olloning winter. About 
fourorfivcdByiaweek wat all the wcnd-diopper really needed to work; tbo 
rest of the tirae he uaually hunted. There woa a tadt understandinE that 
the wood'Chopper thould attend to any flocka ol ptamuEon that came 
around the house but Uon wat the only one who obwrved this failhtully. 

The hunter utually itarted out about ii AJi., and made long tripa in 
different dircctiotu, a different way each day. We had tnow-ihiie (raila 
■trungallDverthecountry fora'ratUuaoftenmilea, and under our thorou^ 
patrotUng we mined.veryKttle of what went on among the animal I, 

Tbe coounooett trackt we taw were thoae of wolvea, wolvertnea, and 
foxet ; soinetime* we would get a ^impae of a wolf, bat they were exceedingly 
■hy. I «aw a couple of wfaita fona t^etber en one occanon; none of ua 
ever taw a wolverine. 

Caribou.wtn really very tcarce; only a few tmalt baiida left their tracka 
iA our vicinity thiou^ all tbe winter mootha. Pertiape tbe Hodgioa party 
hunting around here the previoui winter may hav« friditened tbesi riway, 
or it may have been merely tbe chance of tfaeit movementi, Uwaya- ytiy 
uncertain and capridoua. 

Bird lite wa* more abundant than one would expect in that rigoroua 
coontry, ptarmigan were pIcntUitl all tbe time, uaualty in large Bocka, and

^at ^an three cbidmdMa kept u> company i^t throng the winter. 
W».al<ni)ni'[iliidccd and deaned the ptarmipn aa aoon aa we got them, and 
kept them faunx fiom a ooa arm between.two treea. Sometimee we had 
more than fifty ptarmiian ott atodi. iddom (ewer than twenty oc thirty; . 
of coune tbey'&oie U tiard aa-roclai, btit tbt diickadeei pecked arooud 
themvll the time and mocb preferml them to any of the other abundant . 
■crape they had to choose from. We never miued what they took, but the 
varacio«M iriiitky-jackt would loon pick a ptannican to the boaA 

During the monthi ot October and November ptarmigan wai our only ' 
freah meat, for thgae two monfhi we killed on ati average five ptanniBan ft 
day. At the end ol November we had a atodt of mwe than fifty- from 
ptarmigan aU ready plucked and deaned. 

Lion, wai the moat indefatipUe ptarmipn hunter. We-owed many • 
good aupper of roast ptarmigan to him' that neither the Doctor nor.myseK ' 
would have troubled togoafter; he muit have killed at leatt two-thtrdiof 
ouraopidy. ForhnntingptarniigBnwenKdaR(inuigton.»rlfle. 

About the cod of November a small herd of caribou came Into our 
vicinity and we (ot dx in two day*. Hieae were our main tupply of fredi 
■Mat for Um winter, and though we law tracks of amall roving band* tbey 
were few and far between, and we nev^ diot any more caribou tin the 
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BKtMaoaldahrart'flHptvn'fMhwdihnyvhadalltlMfaiAvNt !

We did not tadfle t he ftrfiJti t propwittoa vegr ■erioudy. wndt pwferrini 
tAhunt caribou; but Lion made an attempt at flibioKtbniuiih the ice. Hi* 
Udh wot Mt far io the bay, evidently hot ■> piod a place aa near Big bland j 
where tbe otben had Uwin, but that waa loo [ar to fo, and be met with 
poor BDCcen. We had a (tock of white fidi that we had got from the 
Indian!; theae are fine fiah, but noae of u* aeetned to care for fidi iriiai wa 
could get caribou haah, and if the cook aocnetlmea leived fish for a tAanga 
tbe nkace wai uanally ao eipreMive that he filially got diKOuraged and ] 
our stock of white Sth wat uaed for dog food next ^>riiig. I 

By three in tha afternoon the hunter Wat back and tbe wood-dKipper 
had finished bis woik and cleaned up. 

Dinner wai the chief and moat pleaaant event of the day and tba 
meal with wbldi the cook took moat trouUe. Aa iooa as It waa ready ha 
would light another candle; except front 3.30 tM. till about 9 tJL, wa 
uaed only one.. Our eye* bad got ao aecnatomcd to Mbduc<i Ught that 
tti«ae two candlee alwayt Memad a brilliant glumfatation. 

Tbe table wm in a comer of the room aloogilde my cot; it wai amply 
large, made of (one old flooring we had gbt at Fort Simpiaa, part af tha 
■amehouM that our windows had belonged. to. It had been painted first 
blue, then a coat of yellow on top, and enough of both coloun was left to ! 
make the decorative scheme of our table cboerful and originaL . After w« 
liad fin^f^*^^ dinner, the table deared, **wl the dl^Ma washed; wb pot oil ft

Whan Kocnby^waattByini with ui we played auction bridge, the Doct«r 
and Homtqr against Uon and me. Hornby was a biilliant, but Kmewhat 
erratic player, and to our oecasional joy he nerer knew when to st^ bidding. 
We avea tan^t the Buher to plj^ "iri^" as he called it. He was' very 
copservative in H^ iday, and was ao food of finesaing that it often led to 
astoniibuif results. 

We also used to ^ay chtts after a fathlori. Horntqr and I would have 
treat contest^ both ph^ing and wmUng out chess problems. By his own' 
. account there w^ no probtmi that he failed to solve when at his own house, 
' bat on the jonroey up' to ours he would sooidtow forget the movea. The 
Father played chess abo, very seriDualy, and even wone than Hornby and 
mysett We had a sniatt fdding leather board at our house, the men wera 
made of ceHuknd diipa with, the tank stamped on them. Hoonby and the 
Father made a wonderiul set for theniaelvei out of wood ; they, alone knew the 
diSeitoce' between a Icnitht, and a queen, and to oor less 'experienced eyes 
it seemed that what were pawns ooe day were Ushops or castles the next. 
This may have accounted for Hornby's success at the problems when be 
worked them out on his own board. Our ch«*i playing may not have been 
•dentlAc, but it ^ve ua sdl lou of fun.

We KtoMili atw the tun foe the laet time on December 9th, and 
for the fint time on Jaouaiy 1, 1913. It waa not' viilble at our houae 
between November 36, 191 1, and JaauBxy 9, igta. 

ChrisbnaaDaycanwiMiaMond&y, and a« Lion h^ipwied to be cook for 
that week he b&d the reepomibility of the Chrittmai dinner. We bad been 
rcaervlng an ^bAu: hare for thia occaaiOQ, the fint afxl only Arctic Itare we 
ever law arouOd the Oeaae River. Uoosurpastedliiniielfinmakingapttim 
pudding; he terved thla with bbidieirf jam that he liad madein the tiuq- 
mer. Itwaaamoet euccenfulfeast. Hamby and theFatherwere wekome 
gnesta, and after dinner we had "fethierpi toddy and a great game oC "twenty- . 
ooe,"u^ngiquareiDt Pcter'i chocolate foretakes. We liad' served out an 
alkiwaaceof thia all around, and IjchibikI the Father cleaned thereat of ua 
out. In conchisim we had a grand topper of amoked cenboo tooguca, the 
great delicacy of the north and(rf«4uch the Father waa particularly food. 
S6 dowd what waa really one of the ntoat pleatant Chriitmai dayathat 
ever I spent. 

AftOT Christmas tlM weather turned very cold ; the coldeat q)ell ws had 
was from januaiy 9th to January 14th, when the minimum readiogi wereaa 
fcdkrtM:— 37*, -51*, -36*1-36*1 -59*1 -SI*. ' Prom our eiperienoe I woold ' 
can that dimate in winter a rather placid <me. We had high winds occasion- 
ally and drifting snow, nsuaUy at night, but I do not recall a siiigle day on 
whidi the weather waa bad enough to prevent the hunter making bia

. it might be. Prom the way he took it up at once with our dogs it was no 
doubt a trick he had acquired and worked successf idly amongst the Indians 
though I never saw him tiy it on Cuchar. He tried It with GeofE ooe day, 
and as soom as Geoff got pver his aatcmiriiwcnt, he sailed into Husky and 
wquld have killed hhn if we hadn't interfered. Ibat was the last time

We camped that ni^t ^Mve 
But RJver, and the next m the overland travene that we lued to make 
tMtmen the Deaae River and Lake Rouvier. 

In pasdn{ over the banen plaini next day, we al^ed a larje herd of 
caribou, the largest herd we ever itw, numbering perhaps several hundied. 
.Luddly we aaw thent ounelvei before the doga got wind of them. Lioa 
and I went ahead wlule the others looked after-the dogs. Tbe caribou were 
acAttered over an open plain ; they were in a very difficult place to approach 
And we had to open fire at on extreme nuige.' Fortunately we got three at 
them ; 0* soon aa we had settled the caribou, Hornby came up with the tobb|^ 
gant, Harry, and the dogi in a great lUtte d eidtentent. Cutting up caribou 
was Hanys particular delight ; be always used to approptiate tot himself the 
bones of the fore legs Biid ciack them for the maiTOw.

We travelled over the surface of thii lake (or several milea, then ihqped 
onr course by wwipats (or Where (re expected tofihi} Teshierpi Mountain. 
Ineavins ttMloke we crossed a high ridge; from the tummit of thia we had a 
irand view ot the great depretdoa in irtuch the Dismal Lakes He. Thefirat 
laodnuulcs I coiild id^tify were the king line of predpitoui cHIb mnninf 
betweentbe Coppermine River and tlie I>iemal Lakes; neither the Doctor I 
her myself conk) recogniie Teehietpi Mountain f or aotne tiiae, and smaU ; 
bhme to na. Par ws had seen it ooty frompointsnorth-wetttonorth- 
«ait cf it fioDi which sides it ^)pearg round and regular in thaJM. Its [ 
toothem aqiact is ipiite difeicnt, being a seritt «f jaec^tout basalt ' 
terraces like the Coppermine Mountains, of lAid) it is in laot the moat 
•entlMrlr spur.'

Tbei^^dditappearanceoflbeinowwaaTery avricward torvt, and m 
decided to bring the Mcond load! td ttuff to tbia p(^t at onoe bofore the 
■feigbing got any wonc. Porttinatcly it turned colder agi^n next day; the 
Doctor and Hornby nuule the tiip back to Lake Rouvier wtiile Uon and I 
prospected ahead for a good route. We wanted if passible to strike ri^ 
acioaa to the Coppemiine Mountains instead of foUowing the Kendall Kiver. 
We alao dindied Teibierpi Mountain ^[aiu and I wa* able to check'up the 
bcaiiagi I biad taken .in the autumn and to identify the landmark* to the 
south. 

Next day the otben returned early, the beeM-iq> bad made the tra^vel- 
ting good and the second trip had been Acomparativdy eaqr ooe. 

We decided to do our trardling by night hencefixtii; the conditioM 
' were foore likely to be better and there was practically daylight all the time; 
iwitbin a week 6om this time we were unable to see any stars kt midnight. 

Tbe next two day* wen very stormy with b>^ wind* and a little fine 
aoow; it was not tili the evening of M^-8th, two.daya after Hornby'* and 
tlM tXctor's return, that the weather modetated enou|^ to allow ua lo

We ccoHCd the Mcood Dismal Lake, then maiU a itial^ line for tha 
materu bend of the Coppermine River. The ground w«i vadoth andtevd, 
and though there wsa only a scanty cbverint at tnow, the itd^UDf was 
nevothden very sood : w« had those ideal cooditioos of a haid emit with « 
: Uttle looee vww on top. We craned an undulating plain with null lakaa 
hete and there; we kept paraM to the ridge o( the mountains on thettorth- 
weit and onr route lay oyer several c( these laket. 

In some places there were unall snttetcd spruce trees, mostly dead; 
we toppoi kii lunch about a am. on a little oeila of dry ground with plentjr 
td dry spntca (or a big fire. In high sfdrits we sat before that chceifnl 
blase and ^ed up on caribou; cnthuGiaEtic ov«r sledge journeys, over iti|)tt 
travelling, over the country, and most of all over caribou Hver. 

A few miles farther on we reached a high pcdnt fmn where «• OMld 
sea the most westerly iweep of the Copperatioe River. 

The banha are very s^ep along thii bend, hut we found a piM* a few 
miles abbve Stony Creek, lAere we got down all right with our heavily 
toaded toboggans. IwasnnpiimltcifindboWtbes&owhadgoae-froaitha 
bomliar southwud-hcing hills; the terraces of the mountains woe mostly 
bare except ^wre huge drifts by at the bottom of the basalt difls. 

The river had been ccmptetely flooded, though now it waa frocea vp 
apin. The Bwface wai smooth icB that would have been fine for skattac.

In (act the weather oxitiiiued ao waim aad the ice in the river Mtmtd 
n Ijlcely to bieak up before Icag that we b^u to think aeriouily tt makinf 
BOme kind of a oaft, though we knew that oa both of Simpaaa't ioumeyi ha 
had'been unable to detcend the river With hit boat* until aeariy hi weds 
later than this. 

There was enough djy tpmceto bultda nnal] raft, bat a raft in that iwift 
river among ice would have baen too unmanageable, in fact I ihould not can 
to attoQpt rafting down the lower Coppermine under any circiumtanec*. 

Our toboggani were of no more uao to ui, lo I tn-oke them up, qditting 
tUetn iatb thin atrip* and (ramtbcse sti^ we made a canoe tarat, nnng 
the curved part for the rib* and laihing them all together with baUekm and 
tfectric intulating tape of which I had brought a rolL WemtttukdtoMvrr 
tU* AmoM irith a riOr tApaulin. 

Conridering the material* at our ditpoaal I wa* quite proud el the 
Gaed Hop*, ai we called her. It made a gieat impretaiaa on Hany; 
he aaid that hs auppoeed white men couldn't make anything unlen tb^ 
had a hammer and nail*, and ba started to make a funny little inodel 
to take back and ifaow the other Indian* how w* bad built a canoe of our

We eoarted 
atoog the ihore of the lake and entend the river; it was mudi )ow«r tbaa 
I expected to find It at tUi tine o( the year, aiid it wai oeoetniy to wade. 
We fell bade into oar old way of doing thingi very quickly: Uon canted a 
heavy pack along the ihoR and .1 hauled the boat over the ihallow bar*. 
But ttiii wat'^iort compared to ttaitling a toboggan, uid better thnea would 
nirdy cone. The can^ we made that ni^t, without the mtiamce of the 
dogi, seemed potitivdy ide^ to us. 

The first two day* of oar Journey were taw and cojd with a highnortlt. 
wind. It wasneeessRiy towadeiDmanyplaceeon theupperreacheecf the 
river aod this w«a a mkenUy cold )ob. Heavy lains one evening ni^da 
. things worse. I hadnt even a coat, my fur capAte had been abafldooed at 
Camp Melville. Lion had always used a Mackinaw coat throughout tha 
jtwney, and if I had the lan^ on him a few tints in the early part of tha 
trip, it was his turn now. But these thinga didnt worry ui ; it might have 
been worse: we might have been hauling a toboggan, or tt^gering akog 
wnde* a pack. We sat m oar tnng tent over « steaming stew of wild gooaa 
that UoD had killed that afternoon, Uiot whh a rifle on the wing, and 
tbougbt of thtt camps we had made in «iow and darkness, cootraatlng mth 
t***" our present happy state.

that we could hardly etaifl ashore. 

Tliea tiroec dianged for the b^tar; the weath« turned warm andfdadd' 
ooce mere, and oavig^tioa became eaaier. A great Bow of water waa coming . 
down dv East River, and the main Deaae Itiver waa ao lugh below the 
junctioa that no moi^ wadboK was neaeaaary. 

OoT lait day ontbe river wubeButifiil;bri(ht. warm, and cakwiaddi^t- 
fol eodtraat to the turbulent weather . of ttie fawt two daya : the quiet stretdi 
of Ae river above the eafloD waa never more peaceful and lovely than to-day . 

I thought of our various former trip* over this, the fairest part of aU 
the rivers bow we bad Ken it firat in ita very prettiest cumm6rdiessuid at 
tlie very height of Its atunmer aictivlties. A couple of months after aitd it 
vai late autumn, the banlca frozen and ice forming along the thores, with 
tiw leaves all gone, the gnus brawn, the aedgei withered and nwumful, the 
l^rds hnstaunc south, and over til the stem menace of the swiftly a^ 
taoBchiog Arctic winter. 

I tbott^'of tlie time we bad tome down tbia aame stretch, painfully 
hanhng our toboggans. Winter had now coine in stem reality iritbdarimesa, 
dmdatioa, and death. Apd again, tour months later, when we hunted over 
these stark aoUtudes in yaih; the themiometer at nearly — 50*, the river 
buried in vast drifts of snow, swept by the winter gales from the barrens 
above; the rrign of death long established, final and complete— Tboa 
toiAl tiiat which tbou sowest is not quickened except it dfe; life is inds- 
atructiMe aa energy or matter, a manifestatioa indeed of both. Here was 
life ttium{diant; exuberant and rejoicing; the rtvu- had resumed its ever* 
cban^ng sky-dyed Mubce wid lU traaqnilflow; the pass and the iriUowa

Od Joly 3d, after nearly a week of impatient wtutinf, a wind at lait 
■pranf up from the north and moved the iee out ao that we could make onr 
way akxig the ihore afaio. Wa brcdce canqi and itarted; after Daaking 
idtout ieren mOes under i<u1 the wind dropped and then cube up ao ■troog 
trom the weat that we ooutd. make no headway against It at alL. It!doe*n't 
take A veryatroagheadwindtoatoponeoflbeaeblgcanae*. 

We were obliged tacantp again, but towacdi evening the wind iroppei 
and we coUd take to our paddles onoa more. The wind had opened up a 
channel along the diore nearly half a mile wide; we kept iteadity at our 
paddlea all that night, except when we atopped for lunch at midnight. Thia 
WB8 on a Very pretty point; the tfrace came doge to the lake here and wa 
were diOly enougb to iqtpreciate a good big fire. We were all tired; It re- 
quired aa exertion of aelf-denlal bordering on the tublitne to leave that 
pleaaant Camping place and reaami the weaiy job of paddling. 

At we got farther west the open channd became Danower, occa^onaDy 
we paddled among ice-Aoet irith new ice forming on the water between them; 
' the diores became hi^ier and mora forbidding, the outkx>k more and mora

We camped that morning on a bill) point to. the WEit of Traverte Bay;

Od July 8th, the ica opened out eo that wa oonld croaa the bay. Sand 
Hull Camp waa a comiOrtable one, and then wa* not mu^ ta be gabwd tr 
gatnf ahead at we were already at about the aearett point to make the 
travane. However, aiqrthiiis wat better than inaction u we loaded our 
eanoa again and went farther weit. We ctoeied the bay, paAed the iabmd 
at the weateni end of it, and lonnded a beadlaiid '<d hi^ gravel hlUt quit* 
baiaof alqr ttcca. 

Beyond thla headland a email river dticharged into what appeared to 
baa deep narrow bay; wettwardtrfthiibay ahi^iteep,iaiiifyridceniiia 
parallel, and doie to the lake, theinvnediate duae it low levd turf-covered 
gravel with a fair amount of qiruoe along the ridge. The beadi ii ttoqy, 
farthei' ont thfe hke bottom li fine uDd and day. 

We camped on the levd qiace below the high landy ridge whert tber* 
waa a good {dace for oar tcata. Hera were aoma old rigni of a former canqt 
that we tbou^t mi^t have been made by Dease. ' 

We were getting aomewhat ansiout now over the peraittent cootinuanca 
of the ice. Our iteamer waa due to leave Port Nonnan tatbt bi-ginning of 
Augott; il we failad to connect with tbii we woold have to eiUier trade our 
boat up the Madcenrie River or deacend to Fort Macpbanon and attempt 
to gtt out by way of the Rorcnpina and Yulom tivera. Neither of theaa 
altanatlvea wat a i;ileasant prospedt to nt. In 1837, Ritch of Deaie and 
Blmpaon'* expedition wat delayed by ice at Gros Cap till the beginning of 
Anguat. Towards the end of July weoundvea had seen the ihore to tha 
north o( that cape lined with ice. In the tecond wcdi M August, Ritdi 
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«oa]d hwd^ malt* At Uvntm (ram Kbubjo UkaA. 11» 1m looked n 
folid ami &• noihw kqit n ccU that it MMMd qvtU poiAik • rimikr 
cqMrittK* mlcht be ta rton for o uw rfrea. Sltica our mirival at Stad UUi 
Camp the VMtber bad bctt colder, with &cdt Ico tarmiiii among tlw.flOea

The hi^ ridfe bddnd our teiap i^ve u a lood view onr the lain. 
A Isne of open mUer about a qmuter of a mile wide exteoded sloni the ibcwe 
aa far as we could tee to the west. The high land on the oppodte ilde of 
Smith Bay wm vitible, but ooIhiaK couU t>e aeen of the ice cooditiciu along 
the dioce on that nde. The prevuliog winda hod alwayibtenfrotnsome 
nortbou quarter, and we might find it a harder job to get akng the louth 
ahore of the bay tiun the north. . No Itiap ahowi the end of Smith Bay 
' conectly. Bell had crpned mat thii pcont bo bia v^uable map was of no 
fortbar UM to ut. In hit report Bell soya tlwt the extent <rf the lake weit* 
ward is nnuh greater thanlilthertoiuppased. After a long conniltatioii We - . 
decided to go ahead and see wliat the end (4 the bay locdced tike, and nest 
noming we made an early Hart. 

It mat a fine day, with a fresh north-north-west wind, but the ■Aon 
naually aftocded shelter and we were not hindered by ice. V6i the first 
eight or ten miles we found the coast of a )>Ieaaing' character ; the shocels 
generally low, ofteir^withamall spruce comingcloaeU) the lake. Then came 
• high gravel point,' bnrren and ^oooqr, with cnow-driftaiu jdacca right to 
the water's edge; the lait snow we had seen had been on the Coppermine 
Mountains. Evarything about Smith Bay seemed to indicate seven 
Gonditims in winter and a long-delayed spring. B^ond this barren point 
there is a wide bay with a sandy beach and a deli^tfully pretty little river 
discharging into the lake. We called it*Slelgh River from finding an old 
rannersle^oathebanknearit. To the west of this bay there Is another 
bare gravd ridge; it rises perhaps a hundred feet above the surface i^ the 
Uikt and forma a prominent hcsdiand. .

The ice waa broken up and pactod in a iaat field ti fioea along Um 
coast to the east. We could get no farther, but were fortunately able to 
readi the mainland at the entrance of a de^ bay bdiind L'lile Sana Arbrea, 
wUch Bell called Ice Bound Bay. We made a vety comfortable camp about 
a mDe iniide the bay; we had got to a dilltteot loolditg country now, tba - 
planta and dirubi were in greater variety, maiv of them new and unfamiliar

WatfoBadinaHttlebajrneartbepaintieTatytiawweinadea 
turnaround that bay we c«i^ a tiout, until wc had enough to keep ui (or

thatwecant^ 

Our itay at loe Bonnd Bay wai dwrter than we bad dared to hopa. 
On the eveaiiig of the day after nialciiig the tiavetw a gentle breexe qvang 
up bom the louih, and the ice'began to move out in the lake, «ocn leav< 
IngafreeimM^foruaaloagtheihQn. We atruck camp at oocc and made 
about ten mile* that night ; the (air weatbet hdd neit day and we continued 
our voyage until evenim; paddling all day long againit an Inwaamt troubled 
■well, though there waa not a breath c£ wind, uid the tun wac bri^ter and 
wanner than we had Men it mnca leaving the Deaae Rivci. 

Hie ice Kin kept moiring away (ram the •bore, tbou^ there had been 
vetyHttlewind; at the latter part a( the day we could m* only iti btimaat 
white line (ar out on the lake. In the evening wa enme to a btA barrier 
ofbrdcen ioe that had evidently been packed in a large bay oa the nottbon 
aide of the peninanla. The abcan was lined with Scea to a depth of a hundred 
yarda or mote, and a Sdd of them diaped like a long tongue Mtatidied acroM 
the bay. 

While coattiiig along the edge c( the Ice we MW a Ug brown bear gravely 
waUdng around CO the top of a hill doM to the ihora; it waa four or flva ' 
hiradred yarda away, too (ar to ihoot (rom a canoe rocking in a awdl. Wa

We had a 
htrly good Bpot tor ow t«nt, but the cxpoacd tituatioa and thoae big boulders 
. that' lined.'tbe tbort made a very diit^reeable Impreuion. The nvell 
moderated by evening; we managed with aomedtlcand difficulty to.laund 
and bod our canoe over the grinding Boet, and at 9 pji: we started under' 

tMH. 

The wind incteaaed again; it it about twelve nnlet acrces the bay and 
wemade.ttaetntveraein oely a little ovB two boun; in iptle of her heavy 
load the AUtbanm tan twiftly and gracefully through the constantly rising 
tea. A* we rounded the coaat leading to Groa Cap the wind got itrOnger 
and ever ttrc^^er, but we bad a windward ihore and at least the water, waa 
qidat. 

We Kudded acroca the wen-remembered bay where fop and calm had , 
hddutupintbe J)ipA«r; we were reded down mw with Our mast bending 
Eke a reed and the boat buried to the gunwales in.fcam. Tba strong wind 
bsttd tin we rounded Gtds Cap;. then it died away vety suddenly, and we 
took to our paddle* until we got to the best place to begin the tiavefK amea 
KidlardaoQ Bay. We were Well satisfied with ouinl^t's ran; webadooRM 
.neartjr thirty-five miks in eight hour*.

To onr nuprue tbt place was cmi^etdy deaertedi 
aot a aoul waa tbora. The Indiana had not yA tattm up the river baa Pert 
Nonnaa. Aa they cone bade to the lake nan after the anival of the fitit 
■leamer we mppoead loaiething mi^t bav« happened to delay her, and 
began to entertain hopee that we nuKht even fvt catdi thii boat on her fint 
eonthTfaoond trip. 

W* paddled acroM to Little Lake, iMcttdinf to camp that nisht at our 
old place iritere we had refitted the Jupikt. Af m entered the narrow 
diMuiel to the lake wo »w aoon ImUani camped farther along the dtore. 
We went to interview them; they were bodk of the women folk of the Bear' 
Lakera who hod gooe to Fort Nonnan, and could only ten ua that the Indiana 
had not oome bade and they did not know when t6 expect them. 

We had tea at our old (Amp tite; no one had been there nnce onr latt 
viait in the /a^ilfr,' eddi and ends cf our fanner (Uy lay around a* tboa()i 
we bad never bem away at all; here wer« a pair of ehoei that had begun a 
ptotiKtad career of uMful lenrlce by tracldng up a river a far way from the 
Great Bear Lake and had finally wtm out on their long hard walk up the 
banki of the Bear Rivo'; the rtakes wehad uwd for oar nrnquito ban were 
-rtfll landing, and we Ut onr &e with the diipa made when coavcrting tb* 
/N^Afr-j Meeting tmep into a mart. 

Oir tea waa a aomewbat aolemn one, yet cheerful withal; the place 
(•called vividly our thovf^U and gencnl (lante of mind when we had 
^■niped here latt, more than a year before. Our advertturea had tben'faeta 
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fen tNfon Ml, and 1M eeidd look back with MtMMtkM ud piMMBf M Iki- 
food fortoM tlwt iimrU)|)r iMid b«M Mr lot. 

Tlw loan we tboaiht dw Uw non-airivil of tba Indiuii tbt laan 
atdy h iMmaJ to Mth«t w» njight yet otch the rttwnw. The IndiMM 
. onto tte-trlp up Bear River in k mdc; the ttfunar take* aboot c^t dapi 
on bcr round trip to tbe poati bdow Pert Narmaa. Siqipoaiiif that the 
Indiui had Ml within the. Mine time d{ the ■teuner'e anival at Ihqr had 
done the prsrioui year our dunce c€ cfttching her wai a very food an*. 

Althonfh it wu them nine at night and w* wereall pretty tired after a 
loog day'a Jouniey, we decided m continue Ml our voyafS until dthcr we met 
(be tndiMU on their way up tbo river, or until we gM to Port Nannan. 

We entered the Beai: River at ten, taking almaat with retfret a hut view 
flf that sreat inland Ka that had been eo. wdcoroe a n^t twelve mqntha 
bc&ie and that hAd on the whoto treated u*4n tnch a bieodly way. 

1)ie iwift cunent at the Bear RlvCr eeiied on the AUMmm ai a mm 
^qrtbinf and hurried us down at a faewildenng epeed. The night bad 
beranteKivetcast, and it wu duik enough to make iteering down iOme (tf the 
swifter idacM a matter el tidt and difficulty. But we felt that the time 
bkd come to take chancel i We imaginBd ourselveB arriving at Port Nonnan 
' jutt in tine tone tbeiteainerpanout of d^t to tbeaouth; every minula 
' waa ot conseciuence to at now. 

.^lout tea milei below the lake we patnd loaie IntUaiu camped on Uw 
river bank. Tliey wera on. their way from Port Norman; none of than 
nndervtood ai^ English or Prench, but we made out that Pather Roovier 
and the reit of the Indian*' were do Uieir way up tbe river a day't joum^ 
behiibd, and that tbe ateamer had tailed ou Smday down-stream. It waa 
now PHday; they meant Sunday a wedc before Uie lait, but we tUdn't 
. know that at the time; their inforinatiaa confirmed ut In our hc^pei and wa 
kept on our radden courae through the uncertain Ught> 

At tiro in the mtntng we arrived at a large can^; the irtude oatfit 
WM heie; Pather Rourier, Father La Roy, Jobmy Sandewwi, and Jimnne 
Saldat, and tbe lett of the Indiani.

We had leen the turn of the iea«m litiae wuting for the tteatner; now 
m law the dayi Urarten with redoubled speed as the tun receded aadai 
•Kb day found ui in a kmer latitude. 

We left Bort Norman on the morning (rfAuguit iStband'on the evening 
o( August 39lh we arrived at Port Smith.
